RELATING TO STATUS OP RESIDENT PALESTINIAN POPULATION 
LIVING IN EACH OF THE COUNTRIES WHICH ARE LISTED AS ACTION 
ADDRESSEES: 

(A) YOUR BEST ESTIMATE OF THE TOTAL PALESTINIAN POPULATION 
RESIDING IN YOUR COUNTRY, BIRTH RATE, PERCENTAGE OP 
PALESTINIANS OF WORKING AGE EMPLOYED 

(B) PREVAILING CHARACTERISTICS OF PALESTINIAN WORKERS: 

SKILL LEVELS, OCCUPATIONS, RATIO IN PUBLIC VS. PRIVATE 
SECTOR, AVERAGE AGE, AVERAGE LENGTH OP STAY IN COUNTRY, 
AVERAGE EARNINGS, ALLOCATION OP EARNINGS, I.E. CONSUMPTION, 
INVESTMENT, REPATRIATION, ETC. 

(C) POST 1973 EMPLOYMENT TRENDS, SUCH AS INCREASES IN THE 
EMPLOYMENT OP PALESTINIANS, CHANGES IN EMPLOYMENT PATTERNS 
BY OCCUPATION OR ECONOMIC SECTOR, ETC. 
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(D) TYPES OP LEGAL AND SOCIAL RESTRICTIONS ENCOUNTERED 
BY PALESTINIAN WORKERS AND THEIR FAMILIES. WHAT IS THE 
LEGAL STATUS OP CHILDREN BORN IN COUNTRY TO PALESTINIAN 
PARENTS? 

(E) CURRENT GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT POLICIES, INCLUDING 
MEASURES TO REPLACE POREIGNERS WITH NATIONALS, WHICH HAVE 
A POTENTIAL ADVERSE EPPECT ON EMPLOYED PALESTINIANS. ARE 
MANY PALESTINIANS LIKELY TO LOSE THEIR JOBS IN THE NEXT

RESIDENT PALESTINIANS INTO THE LOCAL SOCIETY? ARE THERE 
ANY VISIBLE CHANGES IN THESE FACTORS OVER THE LAST FEW 
YEARS?
